London, Yesterday, 

A pertinent. question, was rais- 
in the House of Commons to-day 
by = Mr. Herwald Ramsbotham, 
O.B.E, who is a Director of Im- 
perial’ Ceylon Tea Estates, Ltd., 
and the British Overseas Stores.

MONOPOLIES REPORT. 


IN 


report of Mr. C. Gordon 
Wilson, Superintendent of the 
Government ‘ Monopolies, Straits 
Settlements, states that the amount 
of raw opium purchased ‘in 1929 
was 3,843 chests. 

The authorised sale of chandu 
teok place solely through the 
medium of Government shops. 
Patronage of the Government 
smoking rooms: continued to 
diminish and practically. ceased, 
iind these. were in consequence all 
closed in the course of the year. 
One retail’shop in Singapore was 
alao dispensed with. On Decem- 
ber 31, 1929,, only 65 Government 
shops remained open. 

The net revenue derived from 
the sale of chandu was $8,276,919 
us against $12,322,263 in 1928 
The drop. of 
$4,000,000 is mainly due to de- 
creased expenditure on purchase of 
opium, . 

Liquor and Tobacco. 


Liquor revenue for the year 
totalled $4,718,419.97 as against 
$4,460,910.74 in 1928. The increase 
is more apparent than real, as most 
of it ig accounted for by Penang 
toddy rents for the fourth quarter 
of 1928 which were not, credited 
until 1929. A Government 'toddy 
shop was opened in Canal Road, 
Singapore, on January 1 and, after 
the initial difficulties had been sur- 
mounted,’ proved a success, Pre- 
parations were made for opening 
four more Government toddy shops 
in the beginning of 1930, three in 
Singapore and one in Penang, re- 
placing elght public Heensed 
shops, ‘ 

The revenue from tobacco duties, 
including $10,602.55 ‘collected in 
Labuan, was °$3,938,721.68. The 
corresponding. figures for 1928 are 
$10,497.75 and $4,207,401.42 respec- 
“| tively, The revenue under this 
head loses to the: extent of about a 
quarter, of a million dollars 
through the preference of 20 cents 
a lb, duty given to cigarettes 
___ [locally manufactured and cold for 
consumption in the Colony. °

Seizures of Opium. 


Seizures included 16,442 tahils of 
raw opium, 43,852 tahils of chandu, 
282.59 oz. of cocaine hyrochloride, 
62,72 ‘oz. of morphine, hydro- 


chloride, ibout 3,000 oz. of bhang,’ 


18,739 pounda of tobacco and 
cigarettes, and 3,336 gallons of 
liquor.: The Department also made 
several seizures of firearms and 
other dangerous weapons, the most 
noteworthy being one made in 
Penang on December 2, when a 
party under Mr. Auten made a 
capture of 52 revolvers, 65 spare 
magazines and 5,875 rounds of am- 
munition, 

Except in a few 
stances, Chind was 
the Ilicit trafic in opium and 
chandu.

engaged in the traffic. The cer- 
tificate of these officers was a 
most -precious possession, and 
should not be used in. pursuance 
of a policy ‘ contrary to the de- 
claration of the present Govern- 
ment.

: May Furnish Drugs 
for Medicine. . 


: Baltimore. 

The venom of tonds, for cen- 
turies used in’ Europe ag a Source 
of poison and in China.as a medi- 
vine, contains ‘potent . principles 
that resemble drugs in therapeutic 
use to-day and may. provide medi- 
cine with new' weapons against | 
heart disease. ‘ 

Four kinds of chemical sub- 
stances have beén isolated in 
crystalline form from Ch'an Su, 
dried toad venom used as medicine 
in China for hundreds of years. 
"The researches were conducted by 
Drs. H. Jensen and K. K. Chen of 
Johns Hopkins, 

Dr. Chen is a Chinese biochemist 
whose research on an old Chinese 
drug plant gave modern medicine 
the drug ephedrine which, has 
come into wide use in the treat- 
ment of hayfever and colds, 

In the river and lake regions of 
China is found « large toad which 

' when irritated secretes a whitish,, 
slimy venom from glandsglocated 
behind the eyes, The Chinese nave 
long used this dried venom in 
treating canker sores, sinus 
trouble, inflammations, toothache 
and bleeding gums. 

‘The reason why the toad venom 
is effective for stopping and pro- 
-moting drainage’ of infected 
sinuses was explained when Dra, 
Jensen and Chen isolated from thé 
venom two principles which raised 
“blood pressure, one of them iden- 
tical = «with epinephrine . of 
adrenalin, the principle of the 
suprarenal gland in animals. 

But the poisonousness of toads 
is explained by the isolation of two 
toxic principles in the toad venom 
that have a pharmocological action 
quite similar to the famillar 
digitalis glucdsides used in treat- 
ing heart trouble. One of these, 
cinobufotoxin, as it is named in 
honour of its origin and toxicity, is 
so potent that one thousandth of 
‘a gram would kill an ordinary cat. 
The other polson in the Chinese 
toad venom, cinobufagin, is not 80 
powerful.

_ plain the cause of death of the 
husbands of mi triage-weary . Ro- 

‘man women who fed their mates 
with toad lungs,

In its invisible 
filteruble staye the germ does not 
cnuge tuberculosis, merely various 
diseases of the ‘skin and various 
gepticemic canditions; but it is

by Koch, . ' 

For a long time doctors have 
recognised diseases associated in 
some way with tuberculosis, and 
yet showing no tubercle bacillus, 
and the explanation: of such 
anomalous diseases {s now plain.

| considerable, for ‘it will render it 


possible to detect tuberculous ten- 
dencies before any bacillus can be

fant with tuberculosis even before 
it is born, 

Apart from clinical value, the 
distovery. is of biological interest, 
for it shows that invisible entities 
are an earlier stage in the evolu- 
tion of bacilli, and gives some 
sort of support to the evolution- 
isis who have suggested that the 
vilicellular organisms “known to- 
day were evolved from’ prior or- 
xanisms more minute in size and 
more simple dn character.

ATLANTIC FLYING. 


Nineteen Lives Lost in 
Three Years. 


FURTHER ATTEMPTS. 


London, May 14. 

It is being asked if nothing can 
be done to dissuade some of the 
many pilots who are planning to 
make attempts to fly the Atlantic 
this season. The suitable weather 
for Atlantic flying begins in about 
three weeks’ time, and altogether 
thirteen attempts are being’ plan- 
ned. 

During the last three years 
nineteen lives. have been lost in 
Atlantic flight attempts, and 
among them were some of the best 
the world. Captains 
Nungesser and Coli, Colonel Min- 
chin, and Captain Hinchliffe were 
among the lost. . 

But these disasters have not de- 
terred other pilots from coming 
forward to make the attempt, al- 
though thero was a perceptible !ull 
last year. 

Famous Pilot To Try. 

This year Captain Coste, the 
French pilot,.has announced his, 
intention of starting soon after 
May 15. Other pilots who are pre- 
paring to make the attempt 
Captain Ahrensberg, the Swedish 

airman; Lieutenant Haya and 
Commandant G. Morato, who have 
already made.long distance test 
flights with their machine; Knud 
von Clauson, o Danish military 
pilot; Mr. Paul Montgomery, and 
Captain Kingsford-Smith. 

Two French firms are building 
long-range aeroplanes, and the 
Dornier Do X. may make an At- 
lnntie flight attempt, probably via 
the Azores. The alrship R100 will 
make its Atlantic ‘flight ‘attempt 
next month, and the Graf Z¢ppelin 
will also make an attempt some

New York City. 

One of the most valuable collec- 
tions of United States postage 
stamps in this country has-been pur- 
chased by the Nagsau ‘Stamp Com- 
pany of 70, Nnasau Street. It was 
the collection of Arthur H. Lam- 
‘porn, head ‘of the sugar broktrage 
firm of Lamborn & Co. and senior 
member of the atock brokerage firm 
of Lamborn, Hutchings & Co. The 
stamps were exhibited at the inter: 
national stamp show in this city in 
1926 when ‘the nineteenth century 
issues won the ‘second medal, while 
the twentieth century bureau prints 
won the first gold medal. 

The collection is remarkably com- 
plete in varietics, ‘colour shades and 
plite, numbers. , Its value is conser- 
vatively estimated at $100,000 and 
| the stamps are handaomely mounted 
in 126 albums. The collection con- 
tains all of ‘the rare inverted cen~ 
tres, including the three .of the 1869 
issue. Of the‘ Pan-American 190% 
issue, Mr. Lamborn had what is sald 
to be the finest block known of the 
four-cent denomination, a single 
copy of which sold recently at auc- 
tion for $1,085, He had algo a copy 
of the still. rarer two-cent value ‘and 
also a fine unused copy of the 
twenty-four-cent aeroplane with the 
inverted centre. 

Mr.. Lamborn has been collecting 
stamps ever since he was-a boy. 
Not content with being a mere col- 
lector he is known among philatel- 
ists as a careful student in all the 
details that add zest to stamp: ac- 
cumulating.. This feature is es- 
pecially well shown in the United 
States Bureau Prints of which he 

\ succeeded in getting fine strips and 
blocks of every plate issued of every 
value and these all contain the wide 
margins with the plate numbers and 
in many cases the printers’ arrow 
lines. 


One of the: aes sets in his nine- 
teenth century lot is the August, 
1861, issue, complete with shades of 
the three and ten cents, while 
among his postmaster provisionals 
are fine copies of the, Millbury, 
Brattleboro, Baltimore, all of the St. 
Louis issues and many fine copies of 
the five-cent New York. 

The willingness éf collectors to. 
pay high: prices for fine specimens 
of United States stamps was seen in 
the, Tecord prices paid for’ many 
copies at the sale at the 
‘American ‘Art Association-Anderson 
Galleries of the Thomas Lawrence 
Wells collection. It contained only 
twentieth century issues and practi- 
cally everything to date was com- 
plete in unused blocks of four. The 
entire collection, including foreign 
‘Igaues, brought $38,456, and nearly 
half of that was obtained { in the first 
session containing the United 
States, which brought more than

A Great ‘Teacher. 
Rugby, Yesterday, 

Unveiling a-statue of Marshal 
Foch in Grosvenor Gardens the 
Prince of Wales paid an impressive 
tribute to the great soldier.’ He 
said: “Marshal Foch may rightly 
be regarded as the greatest military 
teacher of his time. Yet to the 
end, as he himself said, he never 
ceased to be a learner, for he was 
one of those to whom the work of 
to-day, however unimportant, is 
chiefly valuable as a preparatiqn’ for 
the work of to-morrow.
